AN interesting letter has appeared in the 
Penang Gazette, from a planter of ‘Pro- 
vince Wellesley, in regard to the cultiva- 


| tion of tea in the Malayan Peninsula, 


The writer states he has planted since 
1874 two hundred and fifty sores with 
tea shrubs, of which one hundred and fifty 
acres now only require pruning to be ready 
for picking, while the remaining hundred 
are recently planted, Eminent plantera 
from India have visited and reported most 
favourably on the cultivation, asserting. 
that it will compare favourably with 
that of many estates in India, “This ig 
the more aurprising as the results have 
been attained . without any’ previous 
knowledge or experience on ‘the part of | 
the planter in regard to the cultivation, 
In the course of his communication he 
expresses his opinion’ that the Malay 
Peningula contains ‘millions of avres of 
low, thickly wooded, hills, which are 
remarkably well adapted for the gtowth 
of tea, The variety to be planted must, 
he'thinks, be the indigenous Assam and: 
nother. In point of fact, he sees no 
other permanent cultivation suitable for 
the lands in question but ¢hat‘of tes or 
voffee, Some of the tea-made: on his 
éstate had realised in the Homa imarket 
the price of Asam and had been declared. 
equal to it in every respect. The re
